I was in hopes 
before now that I might have been able to ſtate ſmething as

and cleaning eaſy, that I cannot ſpeak with any preciſion as to 
this point, I find however that one boy, with tie ſtem of a pal. 
mira leaf, beat and ſpread out at its ends as a bruſh, can prevent 
the growth of thorns; which when green are eaſily bruſhed off, , 
and keep 1000 that have once been waſhed, a terwards clear of 
inſects, and this I nder a great object; for the conſequent de. 
ſttruction of the Nopal, and the rapidity with which they ſpread, 
tendets the pre ſeryation of a plantation of the firit conſequence, 
there being few places in the netghbourhood of Madras that they 
have not now got to.

The Nopal in molt parts of the country is either in broad ex- 
tenſive hedges, or growing in great quantities together—in this 
way the walte is great, and the benefit little, from the difhculty _

reported a deficiency of plants, I have heard of no means being 
taken to ſupply him. 

That he may, however, be ſupplied without my knowledge is 
very poſſible, nor do I mean her2by to inſiauate, that it is neceſ- 
ſary 1 ſhould be informed; the intention of my writing being 
merely to point oat how eaſily, at this ſeaſon, it may be elQied. 

There is ſo great an abundance of the plant at Mailapour, (St. 
[Thome, ) that in all probability it has been brought there by the 
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* from Americh, when that place was their capital on the 
oalt, 

I therefore recommend to your Lordſhip, if neceſſary, that ton. 
nage of boats to the amount of 20 or 30 tons, be immediately 
freighted, and loaded with this plant, which may be delivered at 
Nizampatam, Mootcopilly, ot the molt convenient port, on the. 
Coaſt of Guntoor ; cf which a quantity proportionate to the po] u- 
lation, ſhould be delivered to the inhabitants of every village in 
that diſtrict. 5 
I! be excuſes that will probably be made to your Lordſhip, of 
want of hands for the neceſſary cultivation of grain, to account 
for the ſlender inveſtment of Cochineal that will go to the Direc. 
tors by the ſhips of the ſeaſon, does not apply in this cafe ; as 
children of only 4 or 5 years of age, who are yet ineapable of any 
other uſeful employment, are with me, earning daily, one or two

The expence therefore and trouble of making plantations may 
in this way be obviated, and as I have found by experience, 
that every plant muſt periſh under the inſects, in a few generations, 
your Lordſhip will ſee the propriety of a ſucceſſion of plants, in 
all ſituations, for employing the poor children over the whole 
country in collecting Cochineal. 

I have obſerved with pleaſure ſome uſeſul placards paſted on the 

te-ways of the Pagodas in the country; but have not ſo much 

as heard of any communication of your orders to the Natives, ex. 
cepting what I have already mentioned regarding Mr. Torriano. 

If we were all conjurors, it could not be expected, that the few 
European hands in India can collect any conſiderable quantity of 
Cochineal—your Lordſhip will therefore readily, I am convinced, 
approve of your crde:s, beipgpubliſned in the native languages 
—]n this view I mean to print 2,000 'Tamul advertiſements, and 
wait your directions for their diſtribution in this part of the coun.

them; and in the way which you ſeem to have adopted, the ex.

thcient local ſuperintendance. ' 

It is true that in the eſtabliſhment of a nopalry, I was obliged 
to make it an expence of Government, becauſe the people were no 
wiſe acquainted with the management of Cochineal ; and here be- 
ſides the mangoe, jack, cocoanut, tamarind, guava, elipa, 
and plantains, which are the firſt and moſt eſſential for the eſta. 
bliſkment of the villages, that have been waſhed away by the 
overflowing of the rivers ; you propoſe ſome attention, to the 
_ Propagation of all ſorts of uſetul trees, ſhrubs and plants. 

If you can, therefore, Oo a ſmall ſpot at each of your 
plantations, to this purpoſe, I ſhall not fail to furniſh you with.
